First Animal Dwellers Took Places on Stage 
As Coast Area Formed 1,000,000 Years Ago

MILLION years 
winters began 
more severe than usual, 
forest trees, ancestors of present-day 
apecies, were able to 
persist for a time but 
the few palms and 
other warm climate 
types succumbed early 
to the cold 

The hardier trees 
took their places until 
the: coastal area of 
what is now British 
Columbia was forest- 
covered. The land 
mass stood higher 
than now; the vast number of islands 
familiar landmarks of today, were still 
part of the Mainland; the sea had not 
yet invaded the devious passage ways 
and sounds which now set these islands 
apart, 

To*the north the Americas were 
united to Asia by a great land bridge, 
the floor of the present Bering Sea. Liv- 
ing creatures passed from one side to 
the other unhampéred by physical, bar- 
riers on land and in the sea marine crea- 
tures became distributed along the 
beaches from Japan to present-day Cali- 
fornia. 

A great river, precursor to the Fraser, 
drained much of the land lying to the 
east, flowing through the coastal plain 
by way of a valley system near Howe 
Sound and Burrard Inlet. Over eons of 
time it gouged for itself a deep channel

The lavas flowed down in vast sheets 
engulfing and consuming trees in their 
path, Great quantities of ash and cinder, 
blown into the sulphurous: air, drifted 
down on other stands, preserving some 
trees as they stood, to be exposed a mil- 
lion years-later as “petrified forests.” 

Thus landmarks such as Rainier and 
Baker were born and the' Black Tusk of 
Garibaldi was fashioned,

had arrived from the Asiatic side, mak- 
ing the crossing in the- Bering area and 
spreading southward throughout the new 
world. Mastodons, too, had already: come 
as offshoots of European stock. Equipped 
with large high-crowned grinding teeth 
they found the vegetation to their liking 
and had gradually spread southward into 
South America. 

In the Americas many new forms had 
arisen, some of them to become ancestors 
of modern animals. Raccoons, deer, ta- 
pirs, peccaries, sabre-tooth tigers and

In the well-developed grassland areas 
pony-sized horses galloped on three-toed 
feet, the second and fourth digits clear- 
ing the ground as relatively useless 
appendages.

As if to avoid overcrowding and possi- 
bly to escape the chilling climate, bands 
of camels and horses moved through 
the northern corridor to Eurasia and 
Africa there to become the forebears of 
modern species of these animals. Most 
however, remained in’ the “New World.” 

Some, of the larger forms, such as 
the. bear-dogs and ground sloths, died 
out, being unable to adapt themselves to 
the increasing cold conditions; some 
such as the more rugged antelopes suc- 
cessfully solved the problem of survival 
and lived to establish lines of descerit 
for bison, sheep and goats; other includ- 
ing- the llamas, tapirs and peccaries 
drifted southward into—more hospitable 
climes where their des¢endants- gave rise 
to species which still persist in tropical 
and subtropical areas

As he writes of the man who was 
outwardly the dullest” and “inwardly 
the most vivid, fascinating, and improb- 
able the Canadian race” he ex- 
claims: “The mystery grows, the fascin- 
ation deepens, and the enigma retreats 
farther from our clutch when the private 
man emerges and is suddenly overtopped 
by the public shadow.” 

It remains to be seen whether Pro- 
fessor R. MacGregor Dawson, who is 
hard at work on the official life that is 
far from completion, will penetrate this 
darkness, but certainly his road has been 
illuminated by the searchlight which Mr.

What the author most enjoys is the

But no adviser in Ottawa had as 
much influence as the selfless scholar 
from Queen's, whom King took with him 
to his first Imperial Conference in 1923 
and then attached to him as under-secre- 
tary of state for External Affairs until 
his death from overwork in 1941, 


DOMINION STATUS 


I’ am confident that it was Skelton

son's massive volume “The Challenge of 
Isolation.” The late Harold Innis would 
not agree that Canada has been made in 
defiance of geography. Nor could any his- 
torian régard Canada as “primitive and 
depressed” when King became Prime 
Minister in 1921, Mr. Hutchison {fs 
generous in dubbing people philosophers 
(at least four got that accolade in this 
volume) and I fail to see how Mitch Hep 
burn qualifies for such a characteriza- 
tion 

Sometimes the author's zeal to 
achieve “fine” writing gets the better of 
him, Let those who follow the “raised 
eyebrows department in the New 
Yorker” struggle this - sentence!

The community had not seen 
a native tree growing in the dis- 
trict for over 25 years. They: had 
become so accustomed to a tree- 
less landscape that despite evi- 
dence that the land was deterior- 
ating due to the lack of protec- 
tion, they found—it-difficult to 
bring themselves around to liking 
trees. 

To anyone owning an acre or 
two of land, the cultivation of 
trees can be a most economical 
and interesting form of garden- 
ing. If anyone cares to try it out 
now is the time to get to buy and 
plant the trees. 

Here are a few suggestions for 
people who have the space fot 
large trees. 

A clump of sequoia of the 
Gigantea specie, the big tree of 
California, is a good investment.

Operating engineers, teamsters 
and members of the building 
trades are maintaining a picket 
line they established Wednesday 
at construction jobs for the John 
Hart Development at Campbell 
River. 

Engineers and teamsters are 
reported to have stopped work 
following difficulties in signing) 
an agreement with Campbell- 
Bennett Ltd., contractors for ex- 
tensions to the B.C. Power Com 
mission hydro-electric plant. 

Carpenters struck on a pipe- 
line job, claiming a Campbell- 
Bennett sub-contractor is employ- 
ing non-union help.

CKDA's Chief Engineer Norm 
Bergquist put the new recorder 
into use this week as soon as it 
arrived. 

It means that CKDA will now 
be able to record broadcasts from 
points heretofore  dnapproach- 
able because of lack of facilities, 
facilities, 


The Mini-tape is a small edition 
of the professional recorders in 
daily use at the station, 

However, it is independent of 
an outside power supply 

It works from a small wet 
battery; a masterpiece of the 
battery-building art that is un- 
spillable. 

The battery is good for two 
hours of continuous recording 
and may be recharged overnight. 

Contained in a neat, compact 
carrying-case the Mini-tape can 
be slung on the operator’s 
shoulder and used to record inter- 
views, and commentaries from 
spots which up to now, we have 
had to pass up.
